The rise of new Polish Commu­ 
nist leaders has brought about a 
movement inside the Kremlin to 
remove Nikita S. Khrushchev from 
his top post in the Soviet party, 
Polish Communist sources report. 
The Soviet party leaders have 
j scented a defeat, and the “ three 
M s”—Molotov, Malenkov and Mi- 
koyan—have 
formed 
an 
anti- 
Khrushchev alliance, these Infor­ 
mants said, 
The Polish Communist view was 
this: live three deputy premiers— 
V. M. Molotov, Georgic Malenkov 
and A. I. Mikoyan—oppose Khrush­ 
chev partly because of his over-all 
policies, but principally because of 
his personality and the rough way 
he has carried out those policies. 
The election of a new Politburo, 
with Gomulka in the key post of 
first secretary', climaxed a three- 
day meeting of the Party Central 
Committee.
